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Current Intelligence Reporting List 


Issued three times a year, the Current Intelligence Reporting List 
(CIRL) is a compendium of strictly current intelligence needs. 
(Items of long-range interest belong in the Intelligence Reporting 
Guide, an annual publication.) The CIRL sets forth categories of 
information believed to be obtainable from human sources, publications, 
and broadcastse It is disseminated to the Department of State, FBIS, 

and other components of the intelligence community. It is hoped that 

by means of the CIRL a meaningful dialogue between Washington and the 
field will be stimulated. For their part, collectors are to view the 
CIRL as complementary to their specific instructions and not asa 
mandate for collection. The collector may determine in the light of 

the shifting local situation whether any of these items may justifiably 
be included as substitutions in or additions to his program of reporting. 
(The CIRL should not be confused with the IX country lists, which 
involve clandestine collection.) 
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While we do not participate in the preparation of the CIRLs on a 
regular, formal basis, certain areas of the Department and INR have 
expressed an interest in doing so voluntarily. If you elect to 
contribute, you may make your suggestions in writing on the appropriate 
pages of the attached copy of the CIRL. If you wish, you may use the 
CIRL to express appreciation for information received or to provide 
Short background analysis to keep collectors apprised of the current 
thinking of Washington end users. \

Des Recent reporting indicates that adjustable 
mortgage payments--periodically increased to reflect inflation-- 
may have created an excessive burden for many Brazilian home 
purchasers. The naming of a new National Housing Bank presi- 
dent may reflect problems in the bank and a policy change may 
be in the making. How serious is the adjusted payments problem? 
Are foreclosures increasing? Has this situation affected the 
ability of savings and loan entities_to attract-itunds? (U) 


Zs Brazil's claim to a 200-mile territorial 
sea zone is the most important current problem affecting 
US-Brazilian relations. There appears to be a dichotomy 
between Brazil's adamant public posture on this issue and 
private assurances that it wishes to avoid a confrontation. 
The extension of the International Coffee Agreement by the 
US Congress has been tied to the solution of this problem, 
making the issue even more inflammatory. Is there any evi- 
dence that Brazil's position is in the process of change? 
Is a short-run compromise possible? Is the press controll-
